WASHINGTON (UPI) - The U. S. Navy today 
sadly abandoned hope for the nuclear powered sub­ 
marine Thresher and 129 men aboard. 


The Thresher “has indeed been lost,” Adm. 
George W. Anderson said. 


Anderson said the men aboard the stricken ves­ 
sel would have lived only a few minutes — “if that’* 
— after the sub plunged to the bottom. 


Anderson, chief of naval operations, made the 
announcement with deep regret in disclosing that a 
second oil slick and materials possibly from the in­ 
terior of the submarine had been found in the area 
where it made a test dive yesterday in the North 
Atlantic. 


The materials were described as cork and plas­ 
tic of types used “ in the internal construction of 
submarines.” 


The second oil slick was found at 10:20 a.m. 
EST today, Anderson told a news conference. The 
first was spotted shortly before dark Wednesday.

Although Anderson wrote off any chance for re­ 
covery of the submarine or that any of the 129 men 
might be alive, he said search efforts would con-

recover materials or bodies that might come to the 
surface. 
Worst Submarine Disaster 
The disaster is the U.S. Navy’s worst submarine 
tragedy in peace or war. It is the worst single ship 
tragedy in peacetime for any kind of U.S. naval 
vessel. 
Anderson said he had ordered the deep diving 
The nuclear-powered submarine Thresher, shown 
here at its launching at Portsmouth, N.H., in July 
1900, has been lost in the North Atlantic with 129 
men aboard.

bathysphere “Trieste,” now at San Diego, Calif., 
brought across the country on flat cars to aid in 
the search. 
The Trieste has dived as deep as seven miles, 
whereas the Thresher apparently went down in a 
mile and a half of water at a point 220 miles east 
of Cape Cod. 
Earlier, Navy authorities had said it would take 
considerable time, perhaps as much as six weeks, 
to bring the Trieste to the area. 
Anderson said that even if the Trieste were 
able to locate the Thresher, there was “absolutely 
no possibility” that a line could be attached for 
salvage from such a depth. He described as “very 
remote” the possibility that any bodies would 
float to the surface. 
Anderson said he abandoned hope for the 
Thresher for two reasons. In addition to the fact 
that materials were recovered, he said he could see 
no possibility that all communications would have 
been blacked out if the vessel had not met disaster. 
Anderson’s desolate report that hope had been 
abandoned for the sub and the men was given to 
newsmen about 25 hours after the last contract 
from the vessel was received. 
Aboard the 3,750-ton vessel were a crew of 112 
and 17 civilians, the latter technicians who were 
checking out equipment installed during a recent 
overhaul job at the Portsmouth, N.H. Navy Yard. 


Last word from the Thresher came shortly 
after 9 a.m. EST Wednesday as she began a maxi­ 
mum test dive in 8,400 feet of water.

“If this submarine sank in the water of that 
depth in which she was operating, I would say that 
there would be absolutely no possibility that they, 
those aboard, would still be alive.” 


Even as the search went on, a Navy board of 
inquiry, headed by Vice Adm. Bernard L. Austin, 
prepared to meet at the U.S. Submarine School in 
New London, Conn., to begin an investigation of 
what would be the greatest submarine disaster in 
history and the first involving a nuclear-powered 
submarine. 


The Navy said wind gusts up to 46 miles per 
hours, 6-to-10-foot waves, snow, rain and hail were 
hampering search efforts by a dozen ships and 
squadrons of planes in the North Atlantic area. 
And forecasts were that conditions would worsen. 


Families of the men aboard prayed hopefully 
that communications failure or some mechanical 
underseas difficulty that was being repaired was 
responsible for the failure of the Thresher to report 
to search ships. Many of them were content to 
place “our faith in the Lord.” 


In its search on this 63rd anniversary of the 
submarine service, the Navy was employing every 
electronic instrument available. But while it might 
be able to locate the craft with sonar and other 
devices, it would receive no reply since a sub­ 
marine cannot transmit by radio from depths of 
beyond a few hundred feet. 


Submarine experts said that if the Thresher 
was forced to the bottom at the 8,400-foot depth, the 
terrific pressure would crush the hull like a steam­ 
roller going over a cracker. But if the vessel sprang 
a leak in descending and filled with water, the pres­ 
sure would be equalized and the ship might remain 
at the bottom forever. 


One thing the Navy was quick to point out was 
that there was no possibility that a nuclear explo­ 
sion had occurred. 


“Nor is here any likelihood that there would be 
any radio-active contamination or any danger to 
navigation resulting from the nuclear reactor being 
involved in this type of accident,” Anderson said. 


While the depth to which the Thresher can 


d i v e is classified, it is estimated at up to 1,000 feet. 
If the craft were stranded at any depth less than 
that they would have enough oxygen for an “ in­ 
definite” period, Navy experts said.

Economy League Says Newtown 
Can Cut Borough, School Taxes 


The 
Pennsylvania 
Economy' 
League yesterday recommended a 
cut in both borough and school 
taxes for 1963*1964 in Newtown 
Borough. 


The league, through its Bucks 
County branch, made the recom­ 
mendations in a 63-page report 
based on a close fiscal study of 
both the borough and the school 
district in Newtown. 


The study had been requested 
by both bodies. 


A cut in school taxes, according 
to the league, is possible because 
the district has no outstanding 
indebtedness and should w ind lip 
the current school year with a 
healthy cash balance. 


One Outstanding licht 


Borough taxes can lie cut be­ 
cause the only outstanding debt 
for repayment of a loan to the 
fire company equivalent to four 
mills of assessed real estate valu­ 
ation. whereas current revenues 
are eight mills above operating 
expenses. 


School taxes in Newtown are 
52 mills on real estate plus a 
$15 per capita and loo mill occu­ 
pation tax. Newtown Borough has 
a 15 mill real estate tax and an 
occupation tax of the same rate 


The league also .suggested that 
Inith school district and Ixirough 
pay close attention to real estate 
valuation, since that is the basis 
of revenue for both 
Valuation is declining in New­ 
town. the report said. in relation 
to the 
insulation growth 
and 
particularly the number of pupils 
to be educated. 


Other suggestions made by the 
league were that the residents 
make an effort to attract industry
